The “strange phenomenon” as one Gay 
Liberation member of the audience chose 
to phrase it, was the subject of a rap 
session held yesterday morning. The main 
speakers were Phyllis Lyon of the C ouncil 
on Religion and the Homosexual, Del 
Martin of the Daughters of Bilitis, and 
Sally ¢ hart of the Gay Women’s 
Libera Movement. 


Phyllis had envisioned the meeting as 
‘just what the program said: a rap 
session” and stated her wish to try to 
keep it as informal as possible. However, 
in spite of the standing-room-only crowd 
in Anthro. 156, a spirit of freedom of 
speech pervaded the group

Phyllis expressed to a group a desire to 
know “where you all are at.” One of her 
“sisters” was concerned about the great 
number of men in the room and asked 
why they were there. Reactions to this 
question ranged from “I’m a minister of 
the gospel and I come to see the strange 
phenomenon” to “I'm going to college as 
a learning experience and this is part of 
it’’ to “I’m gay and a long time ago men 
and women gays got together to down 
the law on what we had in common and 
sweep our differences under the rug.” 
Phyllis agreed that, if the men wanted to, 
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Gay women rap on femininity 


they could stay and listen but felt that 
the meeting should try to maintain the 
original plan: a women’s rap. 

“Our concern in asked for ‘his one full 
hour of the whole week was just that, was 
to relate to our sisters."’ She urged the 
women in the audience to feel free to talk 
and, with regard to the men, to “ust sort 
of block them out.” 


The question was asked ‘“‘what does 
being gay mean to you?” Sally wanted to 
stress her oppression not only as 4 
homosexual but as a woman and 
especially by the church and the 
educational system. She also stated that 
in the past twenty years she had been 
associated with the academic community 
and had had to keep her homosexuality 
“very much a secret.” For this reason she 
had to keep “enough men in my life to 
look good, trying like crazy not to be 
defensive about the fact that I’m not 
married.”” This fall Sally came to San 
Francisco where she felt free to be herself 
and wasn’t afraid to disclose her identity. 
She later resigned from her teaching job 

Sally has applied to teach a course on 
Lesbianism at several Bay Area colleges 

‘They said, ‘What are your 
qualifications?’ | said, “Twenty years of 
experience.’ They said, ‘That’s not 
enough, you've got to have a PhD.’ ” She 
added, “In a way, I’ve been writing for 
the Women’s Lib movement all my life.” 


Asked about the uniqueness of being a 
Lesbian, Sally referred to “forms of 
love”: each one of us prefers a different 
form of love. Gay Women prefer a form 
in which they relate to other women

Del noted that she has been married and 
is, in fact, a mother and grandmother “an 
just wasn’t me so I decided that 
continuing this marriage was 4 mistake 
and I got a divorce. | stull hagn t aamitted 
I was a Lesbian. I didn’t even know the 
terms. All i knew was that I was 
different.’ She admitted that she was 26 
before she admitted to anyone that sne 
was a Lesbian and even then she didn’t 
know how to meet others like herself. 
She went to the gay bars in San 
Francisco’s North Beach and later became 
a part of the Daughiers of Bilitis, then a 
social club for Lesbians which met in 
homes to avoid the raids on gay bars. 


Del met Phyllis on the job and they are 
now co-authoring a book on the Women's 





Liberation Movement. Contrary to the 
opinions of a few persons in the audience, 
Del and Sally feel that “members of the 
Women’s Liberation Movement are not 
losing femininity but are finding it.’’ Del 
says she finds more acceptance in the 
Women’s Movement than in the 
homophile movement. 


Asked to define a woman “from a 
woman’s standpoint,” Phyllis stated that 
they are only now forming their own 
definition. Sally’s definition of herself is 


that she “affirms emotionality instead of 
logic, and subjectivity instead of 
objectivity. J want to relate. | don’t want 
to conquer or to be conquered.” Phyliss 


points out that we “too often put people 
in boxes” and Del feels that each person 
has “human qualities which they should 
be able to develop in their own way.”

The draft board never decided whether the letters for a 
reopening and a reclassification into III-A (hardship deferment). This 
dereliction was not entirely the board’s fault, because the clerk failed to 
notify the board members of the newly submitted evidence 
Consequently, that evidence was never even considered, let alone 
evaluated, by the board members, they, like most board members, were 
not in the practice of boring themselves with registrants’ files until 
forced to do so at an occasional meeting 

At Warwick's trial, the judge based his decision upon the clerk's 
egregious assumption of authority: “The Selective Service System has 
placed important responsibilities on the members of Local Boards for 
evaluating the status of registrants in light of the particular 
characteristics of each registrant and the needs of the registrant's family 
and the local community. The sensitive and difficult responsibilities 
involved in classifying registrants cannot be delegated to, or assumed 
by, the clerks of the Local Boards Because the members of the Local 
Board did not consider the registrant’s request for reopening and the 
evidence submitted to support the request, the order to report for 
induction was invalid “A writ of habeas corpus was issued freeing 
Warwick from the army 

The clerk’s gross distortion of elemental procedural fairness was alone 
sufficient to void the outstanding induction order. If you believe that 
your own clerk has in any way misinformed you to your detriment, or 
refused to supply you with necessary forms to fill out, or declined to 
file any new evidence you have submitted, or denied you access to your 
Government Appeal Agent, or failed to notify you of damaging 
evidence slipped into your file, or in any other way, prejudiced your 
case, seek counsel immediately to determine the legal gravity of the 
clerk’s misconduct. The consequences of her action may be as critical as 
they were for young Warwick

Two years in student

I do not favor the 
elimination of any program just 
because it might offend personal 
taste; the desirability of a program 
must be determined by its merits, 
for example, factors of costs 
versus student benefits, social 
value, etc. Whatever the criteria, it 
is utterly imperative that new 
priorities be established. I despair 
at the thought that the same 
allocations can be appropriated 
when there are obvious urgent 
needs in other areas. I hope that 
perhaps a sizeable amount car 
even be reserved to fund new 
projects organized by students 
within or without departments 
Creativity should not be stifled by 
the lask of foresight by student 
government. I have not attempted 
in this short space to include all 
the problems that confront 
students. There are many. The 
host of problems can only suggest 
that there is only one viable 
alternative: we must move and we 
must move NOW!
